| constituted 33 per cent of the total
membership, while this year they con-
stitute about 43 per cent.

In consequence of this augumentation
in their memberahip they will ask seven
members on eéach committes inatead of
six as at present leaving the republi-
con numbers undisturbed,

with no prospect of their reduction in
numbers, Last week 30,000 steerage pas
«engers were carrled from New York;
this week steamship men say the total
will yeach 50,000, The steerage rate was
raised from 821 to &3l in the hope of
staying the exodus, but without avail,
Six steamers will leave today and
they will all be erowded with steerage
passengers, The North German Lloyd
liner Seydliger, will carry 1050 and *he
Majestie, Nieuw Amsterdam, Calabria,
Sannio, and Venezin at least 1200 each.
Tomorrow the Moltke will go out with
1MM; the Barbarossa wih 1000; Lhe
Auguste Vietoria  with 2000 and the
Baltie, La Savoie and the Carpathia will
carry all that the law allows. All day
long the dockse in New York, Brooklyn
and Hoboken are besieged by great
crowds of emigrants seeking passage to
the off country and the police are hyy-
